As already mentioned, the base 
colour of the plastic is very close 
to the true colour of gunmetal but 
one final touch will make the guns 
look as if they are metal minia- 
tures. Take a soft blacklead pencil 
(4-5B) and rub it over a piece of 


















fine sandpaper until a pile of 
carbon accumulates. Take some of 
this on the end of a finger and 
rub it all over the gun. At filled-in 
seam lines a pencil can be gently 
scribbled over the area to concen- 
trate the carbon. Finish off by 
lightly buffing with a soft piece of 
cloth. (An alternative source of 
graphite, ready powdered, is Lock 
Lubricant, sold in small blue plastic 
‘Policemen’ at Ironmongers for 2 
-Ed.) 

Only the Lewis requires certain 
parts to be painted, these are the 
wooden handle of the spade grip 
and the two side pieces of the 
lower guard handle. These should 
be painted a dull reddish brown. 
When the paint is dry, rub carbon 
over these too, for it will impart an 
appearance of dirty, oil soaked 
wood. The circular iocking piece 
and rear sight base was usually 
made of brass, To achieve this 
effect the unit should be painted 
over with a mixture consisting of 
one part gold, two parts bright

yellow and one part silver. On 
rubbing over with carbon the piece 
will assume the appearance of dirty 
brass. Anyone not used to mixing 
metallic paints should practice first 
on a piece of scrap plastic. A 
further realistic touch can be added 
by painting a few very slight 
streaks of copper onto some of the 
ridges of the Lewis drum to suggest 
scratch marks. Again, carbon rub- 
bing will tone down the bright 
copper and impart a true metallic 
finish. An article in a recent U.S. 
magazine suggested using Rub ’n 
Buff on the Vickers gun to ‘add 
realism’. Nothing could be further 
from the truth for the result will 
be to make the gun look as if 
someone had touched it over with 
a silver Aerosol spray. 

Both the Lewis and the Vickers 
offer scope for modification. The 
spade grip of the Lewis can be re- 
placed by a standard butt stock 
and a radiator case can be added 
to convert it to a ground or ship- 
board gun. 

The Vickers presents some diffi- 
culty inasmuch as the extra slots 
in the jacket, which of course are 
correctly reproduced in the gun 
kit, will have to be removed if the 
gun is to be converted to a ground 
version. The obvious method is to 
remove these by careful cutting, 
filing and sanding, but this will be 
a long job fraught with hazards. 
An easier way is to recover the 
jacket surface with a straightfor- 
ward fluted surface. In this method 
the entire fluted area on the jacket 
must be pared down to allow for 
the extra thickness of the refacing 
material which is metal foil (not 
the thin kitchen type but the

slightly more substantial type of 
foil used in packaging frozen food 
items, pies and cakes, etc.) If the 
reader is uncertain of this method, 
he should, of course, try making 
the new jacket skin first before 
paring down the plastic. A piece of 
foil (made quite flat) should be 
placed on a surface with some give 
(e.g. a writing pad), using a steel 
rule, a number of parallel lines 
should be heavily engraved using a 
suitable round ended tool such as 
a ball point pen. The lines should 
be the length of the fluting on the 
plastic jacket. Make enough lines 
to ensure that there will be some 
overlap at the joint when the 
material is curved to encompass 
the plastic jacket. The tendency 
will be for the foil to curl up the 
wrong way, but after all the lines 
are engraved it should be gently 
flattened out and then curved over 
a cylinder such as a thick pencil in 
the opposite direction. If this is 
placed over the plastic jacket, the 
effect will be seen to be quite 
realistic and if done carefully, can 
be even better than the original 
moulding. Careful cutting and 
engraving (especially even and 
parallel strokes) will ensure a neat 
job. To stick the new surface onto 
the plastic, varnish is used. 
Humbrol gloss is extremely effec- 
tive as an adhesive providing the 
user does not expect instant results. 
The surface of the scraped plastic 




















jacket should be painted with the 
varnish (very well stirred) as should 
the inner surface of the foil refac- 
ing. The foil should be placed in 
the correct position after the 
varnish has had a few minutes to 
become tacky. If the foil has been 
carefully and accurately cut, the 
two sides should meet exactly along 
the under surface of the jacket and 
the entire jacket should be wrapped 
in tape (masking tape in preference 
to Sellotape as the latter has a 
tendency to leave deposits behind). 
The gun, in this condition, should 
be left overnight and when the 
tape is carefully removed it may be 
necessary to very gently sand the 
joint underneath with emery paper. 
The foil can now be painted with 
a mixture of three parts Humbrol 
flat black mixed with one part flat 
white and when dry, the usual 
arbon rubbing will bring it to the 
same colour as the remainder of 
the gun. 











The Spandau has some moving 
parts which can be ‘lubricated’ by 
scribbling over the surfaces with a 
very soft pencil (6B). Incidentally, 
this method of reducing friction 
can be used successfully on moving 
parts of any plastic model

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N 1922 THE GERMAN firm of 

Benz. introduced an unorthodox 
design for a racing car of that 
period, having a 2 litre engine 
behind the driver, and a stream- 
lined body shaped like a teardrop. 
The car was produced by Benz 
under patents held by Dr. Rumpler. 
A team of three cars appeared at 
the 1923 European Grand Prix 
but they did not come up to ex- 
pectations, one retiring, and the 
other two finishing 4th and Sth 
This setback seems to have damped 
the appetite of the team for Grand 
Prix’s, and their attention turned 
to hill climbs, in which they were 
much more successful. The cars 
were driven mainly by Willy Walb, 
and Herr Rosenberger. 

Willy Walb joined Benz in 1914, 
starting in the aero engine depart- 
ment, and after the war he took 
over from Fritz Erle in the re- 
search and development depart- 
ment. His fine showing as a team 
driver with the racing car, led to 
works entering events in the sports 











car class, where they thought they 
would have more success. Nothing 
was really wrong with the engine 
and chassis, and all that was neces- 
sary Was to discard the racing car 
body, and design a new two-ses 
sports car body. Herr Rumpler 
prepared new designs and came up 
with a basically teardrop shap 

but having the curves of the racing 
body flattened, giving a squashed, 
heavy appearance. The nose was 
fairly streamlined on plan, but very 
blunt in elevation, dropping down 
sharply to curve round and run 
into the undertray. The sports 
body was wider than the racing 
car and Rumpler’s aeronautical 
thinking is shown in the design of 
the flared wings at front and rear. 
Between these wings and the 
curved nose, were inserted two 
headlamps in streamlined fairings. 
Seating was staggered as before, 
and the car retained the large, 
curved radiator straddling the body 
between the rear wings. Two large 
rubber covered steps are situated 
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low down on both sides of the 
body, and mid way between these 
and the front wing fairings, are 
streamlined mud guards. Just in 
front of the cockpit are two large 
aero screens splaying back from 
the centre 

The cars were finished in white, 
with black registration letters, on 
I think, yellow panels outlined in 
black. In this form the cars had 
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many successes, including finishing 
first in both the 1924 Kénigstuh] 
hill climb in front of three Mer- 
cedes, and the August Freiburg 
hill climb. Although the Benz 
Tropenwagen racing and sports 
cars did not fulfill their earlier 
promise, it was Herr Rosenberger’s 
experience with the Benz that led 
to the all-conquering Auto Union 
car.

Fortunately the Aeromodeller 
issue of August 1969 was the 
Harrier issue, complete with draw- 
ing to the scale of the Airfix kit 
So with oddments of Plastikard 
(Rikocard, or whatever your 
stockist sells), sprue, and infinite 
amounts of custom-stretched sprue, 
and invaluable liquid cement, we 
are ready! If you've never modded 
a kit before then the Harrier is 
ideal, the only ‘new’ components 
to make of any complexity are the 
refuelling probe and the ‘new 
ferry wingtips — the idea is to make 
these first, if you make a muck of 
either then just assemble the s 
dard ‘Harrier’!

I made mine by pressing a warmed 
pin into the pylon bearing face to 
give two slots with a little molten

We are indebted to Hungarian 
ship modeller Sandor Roder and

the attractive lines of this Soviet 
‘mystery’ class, and the double 
scale cross sections illustrate 
at a glance the capacious 

beam which makes it so 
suitable for making a working 
model. 

Superstructure and armament 
offer such a different appearance. 
to the normal run of the mill 
Destroyer that we feel sure there 
will be many modellers who will 
welcome this opportunity of 
making something that is both 
modern and mysterious.

although the Kynda class has 
been observed carrying identity 
numbers 202, 234, 289, 343, 641 
and 898, it is believed that so 
far, only four ships have been 
launched. 

The first was laid down in 
June 1960 at the Zhdanov ship- 
yard in Leningrad. A second ship 
was commissioned in 1961. The 
first was numbered 898, the 
numerals appearing in white 
against the Naval grey hull as in 
the position shown for 641. 

Hull length is 475 ft., and beam 
53 ft. with a draught of 19 ft. 
With full load, and complement 
of 390 crew, the displacement is 
5,200 tons so that by any 
standards, this is no small ship 






































to be easily dismissed. It is 
capable of 35 knots. 

Distinguished by its pair of tall 
radar aerial towers and supple- 
mentary scanning devices the 
Kynda has only four conven- 
tional guns, and these are in the 
two aft turrets, being 3.3 inch 
Anti-Aircraft weapons. On the 
extreme after-deck there is a 
grip-surfaced platform for 
Helicopter operation but there is 
no evidence of sheltered storage 
so that this equipment cannot be 
regarded as permanent. Like the 
pair of fast launches amidships 
the Helicopter facility is more 
likely to be for communications 
rather than offensive action. 

Main offensive armament is in 











the pair of quadruple surface-to- 
surface ‘Shaddock’ missile 
launchers, mounted fore and aft. 
In addition, a pair of ‘Goa’ 
surface-to-air Anti-Aircraft mis- 
sile launchers are fitted on the 
foredeck. ‘Janes Fighting Ships’ 
also lists two, 12 Barrel Rockets 
in the armament but the drawing 
does not show these, although 
two, triple 21 inch torpedo 
launchers are to be seen athwart 
the midship position, 

As ever with Soviet warships, 
detailed photographs are 
unhappily rare but the researcher 
will find reproductions of 
interesting beam angle views in 
recent editions of ‘Janes Fighting 
Ships’.

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TTTHE second part of this series 

was closed last month by say- 
ing that we would look at heads 
and clothing. However I find that 
in drafting this part, such are the 
involvements of the former that 
embarking upon the latter will not 
be possible. I therefore beg your 
pardon and trust that you'll find 
the ensuing information concerned 
with the treatment of heads alone 
sufficient compensation for my 
error. 


Believe it or not but the question 
of heads is a relatively simple one 
which can be basically tackled by 
cleaning off the seam line of the 
mould separation and attaching it 
to the shoulders of the figure 
(Fig. 2.) However several changes 
can be effected which can greatly 
enhance the finished product even 
in the case of an ‘as is’ assemble 
and paint job. Certain limitations 
in moulding confront most plastics 
manufacturers and the Historex 
people are no exception to this 
despite the degree of finesse that 
they accomplish in their product 
A sweetly moulded shako say, can 
still resemble a bucket when placed 
on the head and, accordingly, look 
somewhat out of scale. Some head- 
gear like the busby or metal hel- 
met can appear right but others do 
need some attention to make them

‘fit. To shave down the thickness is 
not practical because it can distort 
the shape or destroy delicate de- 
tail. Thus I find it expedient to 
overcome this problem by building 
up the hair on the head. Invariably, 
when a hat is placed on the head, 
the hair beneath the rim is pressed 
flat and creates a slight billow or 
step around the exposed hairline. I 
therefore locate the headpiece and 
when I’ve cemented it into posi- 
tion, apply a percentage of plastic 
putty over the upper part of the 
uncovered hair. When this is 
thoroughly dry, I work over it with 
a heated darning needle, short, 
irregular lines for the lay of the 
hair from the temples, over the 
ears to the nape of the neck, blend- 
ing putty into the regular mould- 
ing. If you practise a little you'll 
find that you can introduce a 
curled impression which can look 
most effective just coming up and 
over the edge of the hat (Fig. 1). 
Seemingly and conveniently, the 
military in the early days did not 
insist on a short back and sides 
and hair was worn quite thick and 
so lends itself to modelling. When 
this is done successfully, you should 
find the hat sitting ‘on’ the head and 
not over it. Regarding this ‘heated 
needle” business, you can use a 
darning needle in a pin vice and a 
candle flame or, better still, watch 
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for Lynn Sangsters—the Dover 
Historex agent — introduction of a 
most useful item called a ‘Pyro- 
gravure’. This is a highly versatile 
piece of equipment not unlike an 
electric soldering iron with inter- 
changeable heads for all manner of 
operations on plastic. However, in 
getting back to the primitive, you'll 
find that in using the needle and 
candle method, soot from the flame 
causes a blackening of the marks 
‘ou scribe; so it’s a good idea to 
ave a piece of rag to hand upon 
which you should wipe the needle 
before applying it to the plastic 
Do it quickly though because the 
needle soon cools off. Another 
point which you should keep in 
mind is that the heat of the needle 
can be critical. Too cool and you'll 
make no impression. Too hot and 
you could cut far too deeply into 
the surface. So I strongly suggest a 
little practice before going at your 
model. 

No matter what use I'm putting 
the Historex heads to, the first 
thing I always do is get rid of the 
moulded collars and, when the 
neck is fastened to the shoulders, 
fit another collar cut from .05 in. 
plastic sheet. This has many advan- 
tages in that it firstly, looks im- 
mensely better, bringing an added 
dimension of authenticity and 
secondly, permits considerable 
movement of the head if you wish 
it. Cut a strip of plastic sheet the 
depth of the required collar, wrap 
and pinch it around a piece of 
dowel approximately the circum- 
ference of the neck and hold it 
briefly over steam. Cut it as needed 
and cement it to the shoulders. 
Another criticism I have of plastic 
heads is the ears which, in most 
cases, are almost non-existent, a 
condition probably brought about 
by the fact that the mould separa- 
tion line passes vertically through 
them cither side of the head. In 
shaving off this line one seems to 
lose what little ear there is. My 
means of handling this situation is 
to ascertain the depth of the ear 
and then from sprue of the accom- 
modating size, shave one side flat 
approximately half way by pulling 
the cutting edge of a craft knife 
along it. Now, placing the flat- 
tened side down on your cutting 
surface-and I'd recommend a 
magnifying glass for this step 
slice a wedge-shaped sliver from 
the end, wider on the curved side. 
Put a spot of tube cement to the 
ear position on the head and, with 
the point of your knife, place the 
little piece, wide side to the rear, 
where it should go. Having done 
this, saturate a brush with fluid 
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Mould seam and collor

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the case of one with short hair 
then it is, to my mind, obligatory 
because I’ see it as paying off tre- 
mendously in the appearance of 
the finished work 

Accompanying this article is a 
couple of photographs of heads 
which I ‘doctored’ for a set depict- 
ing a French Cuirassier bearing 
down on a Black Watch High- 
lander, You'll see that the mouths 
of both figures are open to provide 
expression suited to the situation 
The French soldier grits his teeth 
in determination while the High- 
lander breathlessly parts his lips 
in preparation for the attack 
Where the ‘kiltie’ is concerned 
you'll perhaps also notice that his 
hair has been modified by the 
method previously mentioned. To 
bring about an open or shouting 
mouth, a hot needle is again em- 
ployed, but for it a round-headed 
one is used which is to be 
found in a selected package of 
darning needles. To begin, mark, 
with the point of a regular need! 
the mouth of the model in the 
centre of the lower lip. Heat the 
needle in the candle flame, apply it 
to the mark and gently press-in to 
a depth of approximately 3/32 in 
In the event that the plastic ‘grabs 
on’ to the needle, wait a moment 
for it to cool and then twist the 
needle back and forth and ease it 
out. Around the resultant hole 
there will be a ridge (Fig. 4) so 
shave down or file off where the

comers of the mouth are to the 
level of the face. This will leave a 
protruding upper and lower lip 
which might require moderate 
sanding to bring them down a 
little. To what degree will depend 
largely upon your eye until, at 
least, you think they're right 
operation will leave the face almost 
chinless, requiring that you build 
it up with plastic putty or Slater's 
‘modelling medium’ (a handy sub- 
stance available only, as far as I 
can ascertain, from the manufac- 
turer direct) to where you have a 
nicely dropped jawline. When 
the build-up is complete and 
thoroughly dry, sand it delicately 
into the rest of the face. Complete

the job by taking a little off the tip 
of the nose, putting a notch across 
the bridge of the nose and, again 
delicately, scoring lines from the 
sides of the nostrils down to the 
corners of the mouth as the illu 
tration indicates and you will have 
changed a rather placid face to a 
more aggressive one. For additional 
effect you can slip a sliver of sprue 
into the upper part of the mouth 
for teeth and, with the exception 
of painting for further expression, 
the conversion will be complete. 

Well, there it is again. Time and 
space has run out for this occasion, 
but [hope that what’s been written 
will hold you until our next time 
around.

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ARMOUR MODELLING 


How to obtain realism and authentic 


colour detail — by Robert C. Jones 


GINCE reviewing the TAMIYA 
J 1/35 scale kit of the PANTHER 
V, in our No. 1 issue of Scale 
Models, we have received numer- 
ous requests from readers asking 
us to elaborate on the whole sub- 
ject of armour modelling and also 
give some hints and tips as to how 
one can complete one's model so 
that it has some individuality but 
remains within the bounds of 
le iracy, 
we decided to take the 
Tamiya Panther V kit as a basis 
for this, the first in what we hope 
will become a regular series where 
we study a particular kit in depth. 
As with any form of scale 
modelling, one must have recourse 
to reliable reference sources and a 
glance at the specialist bookshops 
advertising in this magazine will 
give you some idea of the mass of 
material available. However, as 
most of us have to work to some 
sort of budget, we will, where pos- 
sible, try to utilise the less expen- 
sive references, although of course 
we would make the point that the 
more books that you can afford, 
then the wider your scope of refer- 
ence giving you a greater chance 
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for this apparently elusive indi- 
viduality. But initially you will 
ms as Profile Armour 
Publications and Bellona Series 
drawings of great help and the 
Aero Publishers books at 23/6d. or 
the Fiest Publications at 35/-d. are 
all well worth adding to one’s lib- 
rary. Also we have several inex- 
pensive but well illustrated book- 
lets produced by the Royal Arm- 
oured Corps Tank Museum, Boy- 
ington Camp, Dorset, who can also 
supply photographs of most mili- 
tary vehicles and armour, the latter 
costing 2/6d. per print, and one 
should state what type of vehicle 
one is interested in, what angle(s) 
you require the photographs to 
show and so on; they can also 
provide scale drawings of much of 
the combatants armour and we 
suggest that you write for their 
price list, price 6d. plus Sd. stamp.

Before even removing any parts 
from their sprues it is essential to 
decide what finish or colour your 
model is going to be, or—if you 
start assembly—you will find it 
well nigh impossible to paint be- 
hind the bogeys or get at the in- 
sides of the main hull, and you can 
bet some part of the model which 
you didn’t paint will be visible 
from some angle or another! 

We painted our Panther V over- 
all Humbrol Panzer Grey — which 
represents the darker shade of grey 
which used in the latter years 
of the war. Having done this, we 
then carefully painted the simu- 
lated rubber tread on each bogey 
wheel with Humbrol H.G. 4 
Dunkelgrau, which is sufficiently 
dark as to look like the wartime 
German rubber but also contrasts 
with the basic camouflage finish 
Kit instructions often state that 
bogeys etc. should be painted 
black, but certainly all that we 
have seen appear a dark grey 
colour. 
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While the bogeys are drying, ex- 
amine the inside of the top hull 
piece, you will notice that the 
cooling vents on the rear body- 
work may require some slight 
opening out - this is best done with 
the tip of a rat tile file. When you 
are satisfied that the slots etc. are 
clean, obtain some fine gauze (we 
used that from an old coffee 
strainer—but cheap tea strainers 
from Woolworth’s are equally as 
good). Paint the gauze with Hum- 
brol Gunmetal colour; when this 
is dry, very carefully cut the gauze 
so that individual pieces fit over the 
inside of the exposed cooling vents 

these can be cemented in place 
using scrap. plastic card to. ‘hold 
them in position . . . this little task 
will then give you a more realistic 
appearance to the intakes when 
viewed from above and also pre- 
vent the light from the opposite 
side of the hull/bottom join line 
showing through. 

Next step is to obtain some clear 
plastic card sheet — Bellona produce 
this in a variety of thickness —we 
used 010 material. Turning the top 
of the hull upside down, carefully 
trim any excess flash away from 
the various periscope sights —to 
the uninitiated these can be mis- 
taken for lifting hooks —having 
done this, paint the insides of these 
protuberances matt black; when 
dry, cut clear pla: card in strips 
so that one can place one strip 
against each inside face of these 
periscope units. Cement these in 
place so that from the outside of 
the tank they look like the 
armoured glass which was fitted as 
standard. Don’t forget to deal with 
those in the turret as well as those 
in the main hull. 

At this stage it is possible to 
change your model slightly from 
the kit type by cutting away the 
fairing for the front hull mounted 
m/g and replacing this with flat

plastic card, smoothing this so that 
it is flush and appears to be integral 
with the main front glacis plate. 
By removing this gun position you 
have converted the model from the 
Panther ‘A’ as illustrated on. the 
box-top to the ‘D" version —both 
variants being shown on the in- 
struction sheet provided with the 
it. 

Aero Publisher’s book The Ger-

Follow instructions 


The next step is to assemble the 
bogeys to the hull bottom —and 
one MUST follow the instruction 
sheet drawings most carefully or 
you will come very much unstuck 

this advice applying to any 
tank models you may be making at 
any time. While waiting for the 
bogeys to dry, decide whether you 
wish to have the various hatches 
open or closed up; this is largely a 
matter of personal preference — our 
model represents the tank shut 
down ready to enter combat, but if 
one wishes to utilise the excellent 
crew figures included in the kit, 
then have the hatches open with 
the exposed areas painted gloss 
white (see footnote). Those wish- 
ing to enhance the kit further, 
should refer to the back page 
of Bellona Series 16 drawings which 
gives excellent drawings of the 
turret machine gun mounting . 
the m/g was usually carried inside 
the turret when going into battle 
(but when in infantry support 
roles, the Commander usually had 
his turret open with the machine 
gun cocked ready to fire on snipers. 

‘One can now carry on with the 
general assembly of the hull and 
add the numerous external fittings, 
those in the kit being common to 
all Panther V’s. On our model we 








used the small sky-hooks (also pro- 
vided in the kit) to hang the extra 
spare track around the turret sides, 
which gave a certain further degree 
of protection against anti-tank pro- 
jectiles etc. Now to the individual 
touches. As may be seen in these 
photographs, we removed the top 
of the rear stowage boxes, making 
up new ‘lids’ from .010 plastic card, 
that on the left hand side is ‘shut’ 
and the minute hinges are simply 
flat plastic card strip (produced in a 
variety of widths at 2/9d. 
packet and invaluable to the mili- 
tary modeller from Jones Bros., 
Chiswick). The right hand bin is 
open and stuffed inside is a typical 
workbox — wooden — around which 
is coiled thin wire which would 
have been used for repairs and 
laying out telephone communica- 
tions, etc.—this wire is actually 
thin fuse wire wrapped around a 
model railway ‘wooden crate 
(These model railway parts are 
very useful as one can obtain 
shovels, spades, picks, plus boxes 
crates, ete. from most model rail- 
way shops at a few pence each or 
in packets.) 

The handle and stave poking out 
of the bin are from scrap spruce, 
cut to shape and painted, while the 
heavier wire wrapped and hung 
over the exhaust pipes is also fuse 
wire. The heavy duty jack between 
the exhaust pipes is provided in the 
kit, and with careful painting, looks 
most realistic; use black, touched 
with silver, gunmetal and bronze 
on exposed metal or steel areas. 

The exhausts on these tanks were 
somewhat wide, certainly big 
enough to drop a small explosive 
charge down, so a thin but strong 
wire guard was positioned across 
the top, inside of each pipe — these 
on the model are from slivers of 
plasticard rolled to circular section 
between two pieces of flour-paper. 

‘The various hull fittings as pro- 
vided in the kit are next painted 
and attached, and here again, one 
can use some ingenuity in adding 
extra detail, for example, it was 
noticed on photographs of full 
Panthers that coiled wire 
carried on the starboard side of 
the hull—stretched between two 
‘pins’, so we drilled through the 
hull side, cemented two right-angled 
pins in’ place, then when dry, 
wrapped the ever popular fuse wire 
around this, as can be seen in the 
photographs.

The tube-like object on the left- 
hand side of the hull contained gun 
barrel cleaning equipment and-pull- 
throughs; for some reason, many 
Panthers carried extra cleaning rods 
fitted between the main vertical 
supports for this tubular struc- 
ture. These were made from the 
lengths of plastic sprue (also avail- 
able from Jones Bros., Chiswick, 
2s, 9d, per packet containing # 
variety of sizes) and cemented in 
place, the small pins that held 
them being hidden behind the rods 
on the full-sized vehicle. 

The headlight is painted to match 
the rest of the hull, but with a fine 
brush paint inside the horizontal 
slit matt black, when this is dry, 
ants paint over this with one 
single thin coat of gloss varnish — 
to represent the armoured headlight 
glass. 

















Save those ‘spares’ 


The ‘extra’ track used on our 
model came from our spares box — 
which any tyro should start at 
once — never throw anything away, 
it is surprising what odd bits and 
pieces that this box can bring to 
light after one has been modelling 
for only a short while. 

The steel helmet hanging from 
the turret track is one of the three 
spares provided in the Tamiya kit 
of three figures of German Infan- 
trymen—however, one could just 
as easily remove the head(s) from 
the 1/32 scale Airfix German In- 
fantry figures and scoop out the 
‘head’ from inside the helmet, make 
a thin chin strap—painted’ black 
semi-gloss, and cement into place, 
hanging the helmet by this strap 
with a touch of cement to keep it 
in place. 

We have, of course, only lightly 
touched here on external stowage, 
because, as we have explained, the 
vehicle as depicted here is about to 
enter combat. However, when on 
the move between front line po- 
sitions, etc., the rear decking was 
often laden down with rolled up 
blankets, sleeping bags and similar 
packs and personal gear and, of 
course, one also found infantry 
scrounging a ride; but remember, 
particularly if you are making a 
diorama, that under combat con- 
ditions such external stores were 
minimal, and unless advancing or 
bringing up reinforcements, infan- 
trymen realised that tanks attracted 
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anti-tank gunfire-among _ other 
things! In the later days of war, 
when the allies enjoyed hard-won 
air superiority, it was common to 
have one man or more perched 
outside the hull on the look-out for 
the dreaded ‘Jabo’ (fighter-bom- 
bers)... it is on points like this 
that the careful study of photo- 
graphs can be most rewarding. 
Our model, for example, is un- 
usual in that only fwo turret iden- 
tification numbers appear to have 
been carried, ‘65’ — normally, three 
are more common, for example 
145 identifies: 1st Company (1); 4 
indicates the Platoon (4th); and the 
final numeral is the tank identifica- 
tion or call-number (5). A Tank 
Commander's vehicle is recognised 
by the first figure 101, 201, 301, 
and those carrying second ijc are 
numbered 201, 303. These 
numbers appeared in a solid colour 
red or black with lighter outline 
when painted against dark surfaces 
such as white or yellow. The tank 
number was often repeated on the 
rear of the turret for identification 
to following vehicles or infantry, 
but this was often half the size of 
that on the sides of the turret 
Other identifying markings in- 
cluded divisional, regimental and

unit motif, often carried on the 
hull front or sometimes the wings 
of the vehicle. 





cross_appe: 
ive positions: on the 
Panther as modelled, they were 
carried on the sides of the forward 
hull just above and aft of the first 
bogey wheel, on left and right- 
hand side of the hull. It was also 
sometimes painted on any flat (or 
near vertical) area of the rear of 
the hull, but in all but very few 
cases, was very small in size. 

The early days of W.W.II saw 
advancing German columns with a 








large red flag upon which appeared 
a swastika against a white ground, 
but this was short-lived confidence, 
particularly when the allied air 
offensive increased in 1943/5. 

Personal markings on German 
armour was unusual, but not un- 
known; this often took the form 
of a girl's name usually painted in 
small—12 in. at most —high script 
on_the turret or hull sides. 

To return to our model, this 
bears the ‘H’ with sword motif of 
the crack 9th S.S. Panzer Division 
Hohenstaufen, as supplied with the 
kit, and is placed on the right-hand 
side of the front of the front glacis 
plate. Our turret numbers came 
from an old Hisairdec sheet, how- 
ever, Modeltoys of Portsmouth 
have stocks of suitable numerals in 
a variety of sizes and styles, The 
Tamiya kit decals include numeral 
groupings 3 and 421 red out- 
lined in white, and 309 in black 
with white outline, plus four crosses 
and ten white gun-barrel kill rings, 
together with Divisional markings 
for: 3rd, Ist and 2nd Panzer S. 
together with other insignia. 


Colouring 

A brief summary of armour ve- 
hicle camouflage 1941 onwar 
would read that in 1941, tanks were 
either yellow-sand and brown, or 
grey and green for North Africa, 
and blue-grey for other theatres. In 
1942, the African scheme was 
changed to brown-sand_ overall, 
while a washable white distemper- 
like paint was introduced for the 
































winter of that year on the 
Eastern Front. December 18th, 
1945 saw the “ old — colours 


ordered to be replaced by dark- 
sand-yellow for ALL fronts, this 
being a basic factory overall 
finish. When the new vehicles ar- 
rived at their holding units, etc., 
they were delivered complete with 
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one tin of olive drab (which lit- 
erally matched that used by the 
Allied armour), a tin of reddish 
brown — what we would call chest- 
nut, and dark yellow—which we 
would refer to as stone. Each 
colour was packed in a 2 kg. tin 
and it was left to the discretion of 
the tank commanders to paint their 
vehicles ‘in the field’ to suit local 
conditions. Many photogi aphs show 
such paint being applied with a 
small airbrush —see Fiest’s book 
Panzerkampfwagen V’ for ex- 
ample. 

In early Spring of 1945 or at 
about that time, the dark Panzer 
grey as matched by Humbrol Mili 
tary Vehicles paint colour, was in- 
troduced for most of the heav 
armour, and it is in this final finis! 
that our model was painted. 

Lastly, we must discuss wear and 
tear as it affected the finish on 
these vehicles. Our model was 
brush-painted (an airbrush finish, 
unless very well done, provides too 
good a finish on these larger scale 
models) as explained in the fore- 
going text, remembering again to 
contrast the rubber-covered rims of 
the bogeys. 

Before the track was placed 
over the suspension/bogeys, the 
whole model was lightly brushed 
with an almost dry brush which 
had been dipped into gunmetal 
and Panzer grey mixture, then 
wiped almost dry on a cloth and 
stipled on to old newspaper. When 
the stiple appears almost nothing 
more than a smudge, you will have 
obtained the correct load on the 
brush. This is then very firmly ap- 
plied over all sharp edges and 
angular structures to pick out worn 
metal, etc., any excess of this can 
be covered with a similarly near- 
dry application of the basic colour. 
When this was completed to our 
satisfaction, we then cut a cheap 
+ in, wide brush from F. W. Wool- 
worths to } in. length. larly, 
we opened a tin of Humbrol 
matt Dark Earth and USAF. 
Vietnam Tan colour. Pour away 
the thin liquid, leaving gooey mess 
at the bottom of the tin. With the 
shortened brush, apply this con- 
coction over the wheels, tyres, 
lower hull, etc., until you obtain 
the right amount-of dried-mud-and- 
dust effect; this will take a little 
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vactice, but provided the brush is 
irly stiff and the liquid is not 
liquid but near solid, like heavy 
porridge, you will soon be apply- 
ing mud-dried earth stains, etc. 
with most effective results. 

Having completed the muddying 
to your satisfaction, treat the 
tracks to the same systematic co- 
verage. BUT also mix in dark 
earth, silver, black, and red and 
black mixed. All to be matt col- 
ours throughout, of course, for all 
painting except the gunmetal col- 
our. When the track has taken on 
a worn, dirty metallic appearance, 
position this over the wheels, etc. 


Adding the Mud 


Finally, to get the dripping/dried 
mud effect, one again reverts to the 
near-solid tan and dark earth paint 
and by scraping the edge of the 
brush over the edges of the hull, 
etc., you will find that a ‘muddy’ 
build-up occurs very quickly, and 
when left to dry, hardens very 
quickly. To represent the dusty 
scuffing, etc. on the upper hull, 
use a soft brush, dipped into the 
two mixtures and wiped virtually 
dry of same; again, when applied 
over the original pantwork, you 
will be surprised -and, we hope, 
Pleased —at the way the paint ap- 
pears like a fine film over every- 
where the brush has been. 

Don’t forget, of course, that all 
the external stores would be simi- 
larly mucky and dusty —but con- 
trasts can be obtained by varying 
the mixtures or paint used. The 
groundsheet hanging on the left of 
the turret is from tissue paper 
rolled and bound with Model Rail- 
way Lining tape—this is an ad- 
hesive tape, coloured, with one side 
painted finish. This is best painted 
over semi-matt brown or black to 
represent leather, or dirty matt dark 
earth to look like webbing, but 











Germany used more leather than 
cloth for this type of binding. 

The finishing touches can now 
be added. For example, we did not 
like the fixed attitudes of the 
moulded towing rope and end 
hooks, so we cut the end pieces 
away and then drilled them out, 
taking a piece of thin twine 
(string is too thick, and cotton far 
too furry), which was dipped into a 
mixture of gunmetal and dark 
earth, with a touch of red added; 
this is then wiped several times 
between ‘soakings’ on a dry cloth 
until a metallic rusty appearance 
is obtained. When satisfied with the 
finish of the ‘rope’ (steel wire), 
dampen the ends between finger 
and thumb, and having applied a 
drop of polystyrene cement to the 
tapered ends, push them gently but 
firmly into holes drilled in the end 
pieces. However, it is obvious that 
‘one measures the string against the 
hook positions on the model before 
cutting to their required length. 
Remember, this is steel cable and 
thus is very heavy, so only a slight 
curvature appeared over its length 
and it never appeared tautly 
stretched between the fore and aft 
locating points, the rear ends just 
lay on top of the rear deckin; 
against the spare tracks carri 
there. 

Tf, instead of the extra track 
around the turret, you are limited 
by lack of same, then you could 
put a three-barrel smoke cartridge 
ejector on each side, or sling ‘ropes’ 
(thinner twine painted earth and 
black, as with the cable above) 
between the attaching sky-hooks, 
and from this, hang groundsheets 
or lichen or similar odds and ends. 
Meanwhile, if YOU have any pet 
methods of adding extra details to 
your armour models, why not 
share them with other readers of 
Scale Models?

scale modelling expert Dave 
Platt was engaged as a kit designer 
for the American firm of TopFlite 
in Chicago, the whole world of 
flying scale was enthused with ex- 
pectation. He was joining a com- 
pany that was recognised for its 
precision in balsa kit ‘engineering’ 
through a very popular range of 
flying models. It was only natural 
that the rapidly expanding interest 
in quality kits for scale models to 
suit the sophisticated proportional 
radio control would be the priority 
target, and with the arrival of this 
1/6th scale S.E.Sa, the customers 
will not be disappointed.

The kit also establishes entirely 
new standards in plans. Printed in 
attractive Olive Green, the plan 
surface has a waxed finish which 
forms a separation agent when the 
structure is removed. This means 
that neither the balsa nor the plan 
are spoiled. Standard of draughting 
is excellent, and this goes too for 
the detailed scale views of the full 
size aircraft which are more accept- 
able to judges than many a ma, 
zine plan! For the first time we 
find the S.E.5 fuselage gun installa- 
tion drawn correctly.

Kk" S$ of Armoured Cars are 
rather less common than 
those for other types of armoured 
vehicle and considering the very 
wide use that was made of this 
type of weapon during the Second 
World War it is surprising that 
more manufacturers have not in- 
troduced kits of relevant vehicles. 
However. OTAKI (Japan) have re- 
leased a near 1/35 scale kit of the 
Sd.Kfz. 234/2 PUMA III German 
eight-wheeled armoured car. 

Moulded in medium grey plastic, 
assembly is very simple with the 
bodywork in the usual clam-shell 
pattern enabling one to remove the 
top to expose the electric motor 
(which is provided with the kit) 
and to change the batteries — which 
need to be bought separately 

However, the drive via the rear 
wheels has meant that the back of 
the hull is not strictly accurate, but 
provided one dispensed with the 
power unit, one could, of course, 
remove the offending area and re- 
place this with plastic card panels 
The turret shape is excellent and 
the gun elevates as on the actual 
car; but the jerry cans provided 
for the sides of the turret are 
rather poor representations of the 
real thing and best discarded. 

The wheels and tyres are moulded 
in one piece rubber units, with a 
slim plastic insert on to which is 
scribed an approximation of the 
correct pattern of hub so notice- 
able on the PUMA vehicles; how- 
ever, apart from this and the need 
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to tidy up the rear of the hull the 
kit can be made into a fine looking 
replica of this famous German 
weapon. Decals are rather skimped, 
consisting of crude crosses and 
fictitious licence plate numbers. 
There is no comparable kit of the 
PUMA available and no armour 
enthusiasts can afford to be without 
at least one model of a W.W.II 
vehicle of this type. Jones Bros. of 
Chiswick stock this kit and the 
price is 19/IId. plus post. Also 
from Jones Bros. comes the 1969 
MINITANKS Catalogue (10/-). For 
those not familiar with these ready- 
made range of military models of 
fighting vehicles and transport, we 
would say that they are manufac- 
tured in Austria to a very high 
standard of accuracy and detail 
Packed in clear plastic boxes with 
a descriptive card attached, they 
are plastic with semi clip-together 
assembly. The way this is done is 
very clever indeed and in some 
cases it takes quite a time to spot 
the various join-lines. However, 
the serious modeller can have a 
most interesting time in converting 
these already accurate little models 
into miniature masterpieces —one 
can purchase a wide range of sub- 
jects and many of the parts are 
interchangeable so one has basic 
conversions virtually at one’s 
finger-tips.

various tanks, trucks and artillery, 
Minitanks also produce sets of 
decals for their models and also 
sets of soldier figures. 
REVELL’S most recent motorcycle 
kit is a_ 1/8th (photo above) 
Triumph Custom Show Bike (price 
51/-), so popular on the American 
West Coast, where the sun and 
wealth encourage such showpieces. 
The model depicted is a circa 1955 
Tiger 100 (500 c.c.), which featured 
a solid frame with sprung rear hub, 
to which all the ‘standard goodies’ 
have been added, such as small 
petrol tank, high level (!) pipes, 
‘ape-hanger’ handlebars, etc. etc. - 
plus, of course, plenty of chrome- 
ware. The kit is produced in white 
and ‘chrome’ plastic, individual 
Pieces fitting together very well 
Tyres are soft plastic and feature 
excellent tread patterns. Construc- 
tion can be very rapid, largely due 
to the clear and precise instruc- 
tions and the completed model, 
especially if one's imagination is 
allowed to run riot with the paint 
brush, is very realistic. However, 
like the full size, it can induce 
feelings of nausea or envy, depend- 
ing upon the individual tast 

We recently applauded the ad- 
dition of a German Half-Track 
251/1 to the Nitto range of kits, 
and this month we welcome another 
newcomer to this review, SAN- 
KYO Company of Japan. Not 
generally known in England we are 
certain that with the release of 
their kit in 1/32 scale of the 
Kubelwagen — wartime German 
Volkswagen light car—their pro- 
ducts will be in considerable de- 
mand. 

The original Kubelwagen, or to 
give it itscorrect designation Volks- 
wagen (KdF) 1 typ 82 Kubel, was 
designed for much the same’ pur- 
pose as the later American Jeep 
vehicles, it entered service in 1939 
and the variant as presented in this 
kit served continuously until the 
end of the war in Europe. 

The kit is moulded in tan-col- 
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oured plastic of very good quality 
and comes complete with rubber- 
ised wheels of the correct tread 


pattern. The wheel inserts are 
of plastic, and when pressed 
into place, the wheels do look 


most realistic. Like the original 
vehicle the kit is simplicity itself 


and is, in fact, intended to be 
clockwork driven. The  clock- 
work motor provided in our 


sample gave the model a perfor- 
mance akin to that of a Hot Rod; 
but we have assembled the sample 
with the engine included to illus- 
trate how the baseplate, which fits 
under the chassis, does protrude 
slightly, spoiling’ the otherwise 
scale appearance. As a basis for a 
static or display model, the kit is 
ideal. 

The one-piece chassis has the 
mudguards moulded integrally and 
the complete bodywork is made up 
by simply cementing the two sep- 
arate full-length body side-pieces 
and adding the bonnet, rear engine 
cover and rear coverplate to the 
chassis structure. Some little care 
was required to obtain a tight fit 
of the bodywork over the mud- 
guards, but this was because our 
sample suffered from slight warp- 
ing of the body parts. A detailed 
instrument panel and steering 
wheel are included, as are the 
seats and the rear crash-bar. A 








pedestal-type mounting is also 
fitted into the centre of the open 
bodywork on to which fits a very 
neatly moulded MG.34 machine 
gun 

The model is completed by ce- 
menting the headlights and intake 
air filter and spare wheel in place 
and adding the windscreen 

Our sample was made up as a 
vehicle of the Afrika Korps in 
ov | sand finish, with the wind- 
screen glass removed (as was com- 
mon on most vehicles used in the 
Desert Campaigns), and no hood or 
hood supports fitted. The kit does 
NOT include the variety of hood 
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support rails. There is no doubt that 
the conversion enthusiasts will 
quickly find such items to add such 
as rear view mirror, door handles, 
perhaps ‘opening’ the doors with 
a fine razor saw or similar tool, 
and seratch-building a hood or 
hood equipment. Note that wheel 
centres provided are one of two 
types used 

Decals are included for a choice 
of three vehicle schemes, Desert 
Sand, Wehrmacht or S.S. Full unit 
and ‘divisional markings are  in- 
cluded, and the number or road 
licence plates are also most use- 
ful. Altogether an excellent little 
kit around which one can if one 
wishes, build up a really detailed 
model, but in its own right it has 
the rather utilitarian appearance 
of the original 

Box art is also a useful guide to 
painting, and the instruction sheet 
although in Japanese, includes a 
very accurate and detailed four- 
view drawing of the original car 
from which one can glean a lot of 
fine extra detail such as that for 
the suspensions layout, etc. This 
kit is announced as No. 2 Sankyo 
Jeep Series Kit, so we are now 
busily trying to find out what Kit 
No. 1 was!

Heller's Potemkin 


reviewed by Harry Woodman 


OME years ago HELLER issued 
‘Da kit entitled Cuirasse Maine. 





The model inside the box bore 
little resemblance to the famous 
American battleship which blew up 





in Havana harbour in 1898 pre- 
cipitating the Spanish American 
War. 

The kit did, however, have 
slight resemblance to the U.S.S 
Olympia, Admiral Dewey's flag: 
ship at Manila Bay but the cel 
was crude and very _ heavily 
moulded and was suitable only for 
Junior to play with in the bath 
The kit was, to put it bluntly, 
complete swizz and readers are 
warned that it appears that a few 
of these Heller ‘Maines’ are still 
being distributed, especially at 
Christmas time when all kinds of 
old kits reappear,. frequently in 
new boxes and sometimes under 
different names. Spies have in- 
formed the writer that a few of 
the old Heller Maines were seen 
last Christmas not a million miles 
from a famous toy shop in Regent 
Street under the pyRo label so ship 
fanciers should tread warily. 

After all this, it was with some 
trepidation that the writer ap- 
proached a large box in a Paris 
shop recently which bore the title 
Cuirasse Potemkin. The box paint- 
ing looked slightly familiar and 
the period was almost right but 
the item inside was not the Maine 
with a Russian flag hoisted on the 
sternmast but a well moulded, ac- 
curate representation of the other 
ship which occupies a niche in 
history because of a mutiny which 
took place on board. 

Hellers second attempt at a pre- 
dreadnought battleship is vastly 
different from the first.

Naval Authorities was enlisted to 
ensure authenticity, A check with 
all the material available confirms 
that the model is indeed authentic 

The box is rather large for such 
a small model, for the Potemkin is 
in 1:400 scale which gives it an 
overall length of 114 inches. The 
price in Paris is about 45/- which 
means that it will be somewhat ex- 
pensive here but it is a kit for the 
connoisseur in any case. The scale 
precludes some of the finer detail 
but the parts are well moulded and 
the assembly straightforward. The 
only faults are those which a 
manufacturer can hardly avoid, e.g 
too thick components such as life- 
boat perimeters, bulkheads and 
bridge railings. 

Heller have included a pair of 
small boats complete with davits 
to be mounted on either side of 
the forepeak and it is quite likely 
that the original design of the ship 
included these items. The few 
photographs of the ship in service 
indicate that this boat gear was 
removed, probably because it clut- 
tered up the fore deck in front of 
the turret. This space was rather 
limited and some of it was already 
taken up by the anchor gear, in- 
cluding two large goosenecks. 
These latter items were, in reality, 
quite substantial, being about half 
the size of the main boatdeck 
goosenecks. The kit items are the 
same size as the boat davits so that 
these should be replaced by 
scratchbuilt members. 

A small decal sheet is supplied 
which consists of a number of 
poorly shaped black rectangles 
which are meant to represent the 
windows of the wheelhouse. The 
idea is not bad but it is recom- 
mended that pieces of black decal 
from the scrapbox be used or 
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characters from Letraset. The other 
items on the decal sheet are the 
nameplates POTEMKIN in Rus- 
sian characters, to be mounted 
either side of the stern. These are 
somewhat doubtful for although 
the ship has become famous, 
mainly because of  Eisenstein’s 
masterful film classic, as ‘Battle- 
ship Potemkin’, the full name 
would be carried and this was 
Kniaz Potemkin Tavritcheskii. 

The colour scheme of black, buff 
and white, as shown on the box 
lid painting, is accurate and if the 
builder does not wish to adorn his 
model with the crimson flags of 
Bolshevism, he can fit the Imperial 
Russian naval ensign to the stern 
mast. This was usually of large 
proportions and consisted of a 
pale blue cross of St. Andrew on a 
white background. Possibly in 
deference to the feelings of the 
Soviet Authorities who provided 
the data, and possibly because 
Heller might be considering ex- 
porting the kit to the Soviet Union 
the Imperial Russian Eagle badge 
which adorned the forepeak of the 
original ship is omitted from the 
model. 























The Heller Potemkin is moulded 
as a ‘full hull’ model, as are almost 
all ship kits, and is intended to be 
mounted on trestles. Large scale 
models of the type seen in mu- 
seums which have a length of five 
to six feet look impressive when 
the full hull is seen. However small 
models, warship models in  par- 
ticular look best built up as water- 
line models when the superstruc- 
ture is not minimised by the bulk 
of the underhull. A few manufac- 
turers have produced kits where 
the model can be built up either 
way, but most still avoid doing 
this, possibly it is easier and 
cheaper to produce full hulls. The 
Potemkin will look infinitely better 
if converted to a waterline con- 
figuration, although this requires 
some tricky work with a fretsaw 
and lots of elbow grease for the 
final sanding. However, the reader 
might be prepared to do this, for 
the fact that he is reading this 
magazine indicates that he is a 
plastic modeller and not just an 
assembler of plastic kits

PBOXED sets of Tank Crew and 

German Infantry figures pro- 
duced by TAMIYA in 1/35 scale

The Tank Crew set is made up 
of the Commander and Driver 
from the 1/35 scale kit of the 
Panther V, to which has been 
added another Commander figure 
dressed in field cap and overcoat 
rather than the alternative tanker’s 
working dress uniform. Moulded 
in grey plastic, the very fine detail 
is remarkable, such as rank and 
unit badges and the very fine con- 
trol. wires for the headset r/t 
equipment. Each figure has separ- 
ately moulded arms, and by chop- 
ping and changing, one can alter 
the pose of driver or Commander 
alike. We have to allow for im- 
port duties and tax in the most 
competitive price of 5/- per set. 

The Infantry Figures are, if 
anything, even better; four are in- 
cluded: one is lying prone, one is 
crouched running, another kneeling 
firing, and the last upright, march- 
’. Of these, only the 
ding for the prone figure has 
provision for separate arms. How- 
ever, included with other extras 
such as three steel helmets, four 
shovel/bayonet scabbard pieces, 
and spare ammunition pouches, 
are two model 7.92 mm. MG34. 
One is designed to fit with the 
prone figure and the other may be 
mounted on a small plinth, to- 
gether with a highly-detailed ‘open’ 
ammo box in which the belted 
individual ‘bullets’ are clearly 
visible. In addition to this, alterna- 
tive arms holding binoculars are 
also provided so that the machine 
gunner can, if required, have the 
binoculars instead. 

The plastic is of good qual 
moulded in near Field Green uni- 
form colour. Box art is of a typical 
Wehrmacht Infantryman with other 
illustrations of the various wea- 
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pons included in the set, plus 
colour illustrations as a guide to 
painting the various insignia car- 
ried on their uniforms. 

These figures are ideal for either 
adding to diorama layouts or as 
separate figures in their own right, 
mounted on the stands as pro- 
vided in the kit 


Tips on colour of 
equipment and painting 
German Military figures 


by Les Bouts 
JXHE German Infantryman wore 
Field Grey jacket and trousers. 
On the collar of the jacket, 
were dark green patches for 
identification as an Infantryman. 
Later these coloured patches were 
replaced by those of field grey 
The ordinary soldier was identified 
by having two silver bars on the 
patch, an N.C.O. had silver bars 
and a silver edging and also rank 
chevrons on their jacket sleeves. 
Officers had two white _ bars, 
plus the silver edging and also thei 
rank badge (in the form of ‘pips’ 
in silver, rather like those used by 
the British Army) on their left 
shoulder strap. All Infantrymen 
erman Winged Eagle 
motif on their right breast above 
the pocket and also on the field 
service cap. When steel helmets 
were worn, on the left-hand side 
was the Black Shield device on 
which appeared the silver Eagle, 
while on the right-hand side was 
the shield made up of diagonal 
bands, left to right in equal widths 
of (bottom to top) red / white / black. 
Jacket buttons were dulled silver, 
as was the metal buckle on the 
black or brown leather belt, the 
buckle carried the wording ‘Gott- 
mit-Uns’ and again. the silver 
Eagle. 
The black leather belt carried 
much of the Infantryman’s equip- 
ment, and starting at the left-hand 
































side of the front buckle working 
round anti-clockwise: 

Three ammunition pouches for 
rifle ammunition (black leather), 
«ach holding ten rounds of ammu- 
nition for the standard Mauser Kar 
98K rifle; next to this and almost 
under the arm was a trenching tool 
with the blade strapped to the belt, 
and then through a crossed strap 
arrangement was pushed the bayo- 
net scabbard, The trench tool handle 
was wooden, the bayonet sc: 
dull metal, field grey or bi 
the right hip was the water bottle; 
this was pear-shaped in field grey or 
light blue with a metal or field 
grey top. Next and last are the 
right-hand three — ammunition 
pouches matching those on the 
left, again in black leather. 

Over each shoulder goes a nar- 
row strap which appears to be 
vertical when viewed from the 
front, but goes across the shoulder 
blades at the back. At the top of 
the back is the Mess kit container, 
dull metal or field grey, and hang- 
ing below this is a rolled poncho 
or waterproof cape, again in field 
grey, held by two black leather 
straps. 

Looped over the top of the right 
shoulder is the strap, also in black 
leather, for the haversack, in which 
is kept spare socks, shaving kit and 
so forth. A gas mask container 
which was circular with corrugated 
surface, and a metal clip on top is 
slung above the haversack. This 
was field grey or in a few cases, 
black. The original Jackboots were 
highly polished black, but a shorter 
boot came into service in 1943 
which was softer and although still 
black was usually duller finish. 

During the winter campaigns in 
Russia, owing to the attrition rate 
on German Supply lines, deliveries 
of winter clothing was pitifully 
meagre, and in forward or isolated 
postions where their original boots 

ad worn through, it was common 
to see combat troops going into 
action with the remains of their 
boots, or at one time, just sock- 
covered feet covered with crude 
blanket-bandages. Also outer cloth- 
ing was in short supply, and many 
non-standard ‘uniforms’ were seen, 

The standard Infantryman’s rifle 
was the Mauser Kar 98K 7.92 mm, 
This weapon had a wooden stock 
and butt with a steel butt plate, 
and the barrel lying in the top of 
the stock forward to the front sight 
was dull metal; the wood was of a 
lighter tone than that for the rifles 
used by the allies, though it 
quickly darkened in ‘service. Fre- 
quently in winter when troops also 
sometimes wore white camouflage 
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smocks, the rifle would be wrapped 
in_white cloth. 

The 7.92 mm. MG 34 machine 
gun was virtually all steel and 
metal, only the rear butt being in 
wood. The Schmeisser automatic 
pistol which could also have a 
short steel butt added, rather like 
that on the later British Sten, were 
all steel metal, with no wood at all 


Painting figures 

When painting figures, remember 
that all cloth must be matt finish 
and that any normally glossy sur- 
face, such as on Jackboots should 
not be too highly glossed on your 
miniature or it just will not look 
right. Avoid handling the model as 
much as possible, as grease from 
the fingers will impart an impos- 
ible-to-remove sheen id also 
darken the areas that are handled. 
Easiest way to paint any figure is 
to heat a long pin or similar solid 
but slim object—a steel knitting 
needle is ideal for larger scale 
figures, and then pierce some part 

the model, like the bottom of a 
boot or shoe, etc., thus enabling 
one to turn the model at will for 
the entire period of painting 











MILITARY MARKINGS 


11th (AFRICAN) DIVISION (Ace 
of Clubs on white background.)

For steel helmets 
and metal equipment known to be 
in field grey, use the same Hum- 
brol paint but gently buff the part

until you have the required amount 
of shine or sheen. For Jackboots 
we used two parts Humbrol Rail- 
way Enamels Black (semi-gloss) to 
half a part of GLOSS Black. Here 
again one can gently bufl with a 
soft cloth to obtain a surface sheen 
or higher degree of polish. 

Rifles and machine guns with 
metal parts are best painted over- 
all MATT Black; this is allowed to 
dry thoroughly, ‘then with an al- 
most dry brush flick over the en- 
tire subject using Humbrol gun- 
metal colour. This will pick out de- 
tail, and in particular on machine 
guns, leave the fretted area 
on some barrels black against 
which the barrel proper in gun- 
metal shows this detail to advan- 
tage. For facial and skin colouring 
we use various combinations of 
whites, pinks, etc., but as colleague 
Bill Hearne will ‘doubtless be co- 
vering that aspect of modelling 
figures in his articles, I prefer to 
leave this feature entirely to him! 

Lastly, never mind whether your 
figure is to be part of an overall 
diorama or as a mounted individ 
soldier take time, use patience and 
all will be well.
